Too  Many  People  in  Housing, 
Citizens  Reveal  Disapproval 


“They  are  very  fine  doctors,” 
said  Dr.  Trunnell  of  his  col- 
leagues, “and  their  leaving  is  a 
loss  to  the  school.” 

DR.  TRUNNELL  is  currently 
working,  on  three  research  pro- 
jects: studying  arterial  disease, 
finding  a method  to  correct  met- 
abolic inadequacies,  and  develop- 
ing a mass  screening  technique^ 
for  measuring  individual  metab- 
olisms so  that  a die  can  be  exact- 
ly fitted  to  individual  needs. 

Dr.  Trunnell  explained  that  the 
Naval  electronic  computer  was 
being  used  in  this  last  project. 

Dr.  Trunnell  obtained  his  B.A. 
at  BYU  in  1942  and  his  M.D.  at 
tlie  Uni\^rsity  of  Utah  in  1945.  He 
served  his  internship  at  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Hospital  in  the  Great  Lakes 
Training  Station,  Illinois,'  from 
1945-1946. 

HE  SERVED  as  assistant  resi- 
dent in  medicine  at  the  Memorial 
Hospital,  a special  fellow  at  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute,  instruc- 
tor in  medicine  at  Cornell  Medical 
School,  staff  member  of  New 
York  Hospital,  and  consultant  of 
the  Brokhaven  National  Labora- 
tories. 

He  was  associate  professor  of 
medicine  at  the  University  of 
Texas  Postgraduate  School  of 
Medicine,  chairman  of  the  school’s 
research  committee,  and  head  of 
the  section  on  experimental  med- 
icine at  University  of  Texas  M.  D. 
Anderson  Hospital  and  Tumor  In- 
stitute. 

HE  LEFT  these  posts  to  join 
the  BYU  faculty  in  1958  as  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Family  Living. 
He  is  now  professor  of  develop- 
ment biology  and  director  of  Nu- 
tritional Research,  an  institute 
created  in  July  1961.

In  1949  it  was  enlarged  and 
put  under  the  direction  of  the 
Music  Dept.  Jacob  Bos  of  the 
music  faculty  became  director  of 
the  library  in  1951  and  it  was 
moved  to  the  Heber  J.  Grant 
Building.  In  1955  it  was  moved  to 


the  Smith  Family  Living  Center 
under  the  direction  of  the  Li- 
brary Dept,  and  finally  to  its 
present  location  on  the  top  floor 
of  the  Library. 

Mr.  Manookin  became  the  di- 
rector of  the  Library  of  Humani- 
ties and  Arts  in  June  of  1959.  He 
received  his  BA  degree  in  music 
from  BYU  and  his  master  of  mu- 
sic degree  from  the  University  of 
Illinois.
